Britain Announces New War 
Budget; More New Levies are 
Issued “For Sake of Victory”|

LONDON, April 23.— Britain’s chancellor of the excheq­ 
uer, Sir John Simon, today announced a new war budget of 
£2,667,000,000 ($9,334,500,000) for 1940-41 and imposed a 
host of new levies which he asked the public to accept “for 
the sake of victory.” 
From new sources, the chancellor said, he hoped to boost 1 
revenue by £101.000,000 to a total of £1,234,000,000 leaving 
a £1,433.000.000 deficit to be found by borrowing.
